Madrid, Sept. 23.—The correspondent 
here of the Associated 
Press learns 
upon high authority that the much-dis­ 
cussed interview of Saturday last be­ 
tween the United States minister to 
Spain, Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, and 
the Spanish minister for foreign af­ 
fairs, the duke of Tetuan, were merely 
preliminary. 
Gen. 
Woodford 
repre­ 
sented to the duke the gravity of the 
condition of Cuba and requested, in be­ 
half of the United States, that Spain 
would find a method of speedily end­ 
ing the war and giving justice to the 
Cubans. He offered the good offices of 
the United States in effecting a settle­ 
ment of the Cuban troubles, 
which 
practically gives Spain an opportunity 
of gracefully ending the war. 
lf she 
does not embrace it within a reason­ 
able time, notice will be given that the 
United States must interfere, though 
Gen. Woodford has not said so yet. 
Spain cannot expect the aid of Eu­ 
ropean powers, as the United States 
ambassadors have ascertained that all 
the European countries, except Austria, 
recognise that the interests of the Uni­ 
ted States justify the latter’s interfer­ 
ence in Cuba. Austria, in this matter, 
is influenced by the relationship be­ 
tween the two dynasties, the queen re­ 
gent of Spain being an Austrian arch­ 
duchess; but it is not likely that Aus­ 
tria will take any part in the question 
beyond possibly making a diplomatic 
protest against the intervention of the 
United States.

San Francisco, Sept. 23.—Japan has 
been landing troops in Hawaii dur­ 
ing the last three months preparatory, 
it la believed to resisting all attempts 
to annex the islands to 
the 
United 
States. 
The steamer City of Peking, which 
arrived in this city yesterday 
I rom 
Hong Kong via Honolulu, brings this 
news, with the confirmation 
that it 
itself landed 174 Japanese soldiers at 
the capital of Hawaii under the guise 
of laborers. 
The Japanese are bitterly opposed to 
the treaty of annexation, which was 
ratified Sept. 9 by the Hawaiian sen­ 
ate, and It is expected that desperate 
resistance will be made to this meas­ 
ure by the mikado. 
More than 1,000 
soldiers from the land of the chrysan­ 
themum are now in Hawaii. 
Japan has been surreptitiously mak­ 
ing preparations for a warlike resist­ 
ance to annexation, it is said, for many 
months. The protest of the Hawaiian 
senate against the importation of more 
Japanese laborers is said to have been 
directed against the attempts of the 
mikado to land men who were In real­ 
ity soldiers.
